This guide will give you a better understanding of the 
Department’s structure, as well as its protection and conservation activities 
in the Québec région. 


During the financial year 1986-1987, Environment Canada underwent cer- 
tain organizational changes which have been taken into consideration in 
this publication. 


The principal modifications to the Department's structure were the dis- 
mantling of the General Regional Directorate, the merging of the Conserva- 
tion and Protection Services and the creation of a Regional Management 
Committee. 


Most of Environment Canada’s best known services in Québec remain 
unchanged. The network of National Parks and Historic Sites managed by 
the Parks’ Service continue to be a source of regional pride. In addition, the 
Atmospheric Environment Service's forecasts and advice concerning meteo- 
rological and ice conditions continue to play an important part in the Cana- 


dian economy and remain of vital importance to the general public, 
fishermen, farmers and many other users. 


In the following pages, you will find a description of each of the Depart- 
ment's three directorates and a list of subjects of general interest. 


We encourage you to write or phone the personnel in each directorate to 
learn more about the Department's objectives and the ways in which we 
can collaborate to accomplish these activities.

Environment Canada was created 
with a view to promoting harmony 
between society and the environ- 
ment, for the greater good of 
present and future generations in 
Canada. To this end, the Depart- 
ment has four major objectives. 


¢ To influence human activities in 
order to ensure the well-being of 
mankind, the diversity of species 
and ecosystems and the lasting 
use of natural resources. 


To monitor the conservation of 
renewable resources (waters, 
lands, wildlife) and their associated 
ecosystems and to promote the 
enhancement and judicious use of 
these resources. 


To facilitate the integration of 
man’s activities into the en- 
vironment. 


To safeguard Canada’s natural and 
historic heritage for future gener- 
ations and to encourage the popu- 
lation to know and appreciate it 
better. 


In Canada, from a constitutional 
point of view, jurisdiction in en- 
vironmental matters is divided be- 
tween the federal government and 


the provincial governments. 


The provinces are responsible for 
the direct administration of most 
matters relating to the environment 
and resources within their bound- 
aries, while the federal government 
is responsible for matters of nation- 
al interest (the Territories, national 
parks, oceans and a number of 
resources such as fisheries, imports 
and exports and the repercussions 
of its own activities), in addition to 
areas that cannot be handled readily 
or financially by the provinces 
(meteorological services, data, 
research). 


The environment knows no political 
boundaries, and a given human 
activity may impinge upon areas 
covered by both federal and provin- 
cial jurisdiction. Therefore, coopera- 
tion between both levels of 
government is required if an en- 
vironmental policy is to be deve- 
loped and implemented. 


In addition to the constitutional divi- 
sion of Canada’s powers in matters 
concerning the environment, En- 
vironment Canada’s mandate stems 
from the Government Organization 
Act. A number of other responsibili- 


ties have been conferred upon En- 
vironment Canada by the Cabinet as 
a result of government policies. 


The Act stipulates that the powers 
and functions of the Minister of the 
Environment extend to and include 
all matters over which the Parlia- 
ment of Canada has jurisdiction, and 
not assigned by law to any other 
federal department, board or agen- 
cy, relating to: 


e the preservation and enhancement 
of the quality of the natural en- 
vironment, notably water, air and 
soil quality; 


e renewable resources; 


¢ migratory birds as well as wild 
fauna and flora in general; 


® water; 


meteorology; 


the enforcement of any rules or 
regulations made by the Interna- 
tional Joint Commission relating 
to boundary waters and questions 
arising between the United States 
and Canada with respect to the 
preservation and enhancement of 
the quality of the natural en- 
vironment; 


other matters relating to the en- 
vironment over which the Parlia- 
ment of Canada has jurisdiction 
and that are assigned to the 
Department by law; 


Moreover, responsibility of Parks’ 
Service was transferred to the 
Department of Environment in 
1979, thus broadening the Depart- 
ment’s mandate to include national 
parks, historic sites, monuments, 
historic parks and canals and 
federal-provincial agreements for 
recreation and conservation. 


A number of other acts and regula- 
tions define the responsibilities and 
activities of Environment Canada. 
They are: 


e the Canada Water Act 

e the Canada Wildlife Act 

e the Clean Air Act 

e the Eastern Rockies Conservation 
Act 


e the Environmental Contaminants 
Act 

e the Historic Sites and Monuments 
Act 

e the National Parks Act 

e the Game Export Act 

e the International River Improve- 
ments Act 

e the Migratory Birds Convention 
Act 

e the Ocean Dumping Control Act 

e the Weather Modification Informa- 
tion Act 


The Department is also responsible 
for enforcing Article 33 of the Fish- 
eries Act relating to the battle 
against pollution, and for providing 
advice and information pertaining to 
legislation applying to other depart- 
ments (such as the provisions for 
vehicle emissions in the Motor Vehi- 
cle Safety Act). 


Environment Canada also has special 
responsibilities concerning the appli- 
cation of policies adopted by the 
government. These include the fed- 
eral environmental assessment poli- 
cy under which the Minister ensures 
that, during the planning stage, fed- 
eral departments take into consider- 
ation any environmental 
consequences resulting from their 
development projects. 


To this end, the Minister has man- 
dated the Federal Environmental As- 
sessment Review Office to 
administer the process adopted by 
the government. He also made his 
own Department and promoting 
departments responsible for advis- 
ing him on the technical aspects of 
environmental assessment. 


Environment Canada is also involved 
in administering federal land use 
policy. This purpose of this policy is 
to ensure that federal programmes 
and the administration of govern- 
ment lands contribute to the judi- 
cious use of Canada’s land 
resources. In this respect, Environ- 
ment Canada plays a key role as 
advisor to government departments 
and agencies affected by the federal 
policy's objective.

The Regional Management Commit- 
tee was created officially on March 
15, 1986, following the merging of 
certain regional divisions of Environ- 
ment Canada. It is comprised of the 
Director General of Conservation 
and Protection, the Director General 
of Parks’ Service, the Director 
General of the Atmospheric Environ- 
ment Service and the Regional 
Director of Communications; sup- 
port services are provided by a 
Secretary. 


The Committee's mandate is to 
make certain that the Department's 
presence in the region is a strong 
one, to ensure better service for the 
public and to stress the region's in- 
terests when ministerial decisions 
are taken or projects are being 


planned. 


Briefly, the Committee's mandate is 
as follows: 


¢ to represent the Ministry in deal- 
ings with other federal ministries, 
the Government of Québec or 
other organizations concerned 

e to furnish coherent, organized in- 
formation to exterior organi- 
zations 

e to furnish support services to the 
Minister and Deputy Minister of 
Environment Canada, mainly by 
coordinating their visits 

e to create a coherent approach 
when establishing and applying 
ministerial policies and 
programmes in the region.

siums. 


The Public Affairs Division is respon- 
sible for organizing activities to 
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maintain and improve the Depart- 
ment's relationship with the infor- 
mation media, non-government 
organizations, certain public 
specialists and the population in 
general. 


It is also responsible for providing

At the start of the 1986-1987 fiscal 
year, the Canadian Wildlife Service, 
the Environmental Protection Ser- 
vice and the Inland Waters Direc- 
torate, which now forms part of 
the Lands Division, were merged to 
form the Conservation and Protec- 
tion Service. 


The objective of these changes was 
to improve the efficiency of 
programmes and services with 
respect to waters, wildlife and the 
protection of the environment. 


The main objective of the Conserva- 
tion and Protection Service is to 
conserve, improve and protect Cana- 
da’s renewable resources which are 
water, air and soil. Another goal is 
to influence human activities so as 
to attain and maintain a wholesome 
environment for the health and 
well-being of individuals, the health 
and diversity of species and 
ecosystems, and the judicious use of 
natural resources. 


The Service's concerted action is 
centred mostly around the St. 
Lawrence River and concerns the 
acid rain question. 


The Director General is responsible 
for all activities dealing with the 
conservation and protection of the 
environment. He must establish and 
maintain communications with fed- 
eral and provincial institutions and 
manage programmes relating to pri- 
ority matters. 


The Director General is responsible 
for the Analysis and Coordination 
Branch, the Finance and Administra- 
tion Branch and the Personnel 
Branch. 


It should be noted that the Environ- 
mental Protection Branch shares the 
Captain Bernier Laboratories with 
the Inland Waters and Lands Branch 
and Fisheries and Oceans Canada. 
These laboratories provide support 
in the form of analyses and consul- 
tation for the Directorate’s 
programmes, particularly with 
respect to the control of atmospher- 
ic pollution, water pollution and con- 
taminants, federal activities, 
environmental emergencies and the 
dumping of refuse in the ocean.

The objective of the Environmental 
; Protection Branch is to ensure that 
all human activity takes place 
without compromising the integrity 
and wellbeing of mankind and 
ecosystems, and to ensure that the 
use of natural resources brings 
about lasting economic develop- 
ment. 


The Environmental Protection 

, Branch (EPB) consists of five 
divisions: 

y The Air Division is responsible for 
administering the 1971 Clean Air 

” Act. Lead smelters, chlorine and 

sodium hydroxide plants, mines and 

mills, the polyvinyl chloride (PVC) 

industry and leaded gasoline are a 

few of the many sectors regulated. 


Furthermore, a network of monitor- 
ing stations (NAPS) was set up in 
cooperation with provincial authori- 
ties and the Montréal Urban Com- 
munity to evaluate long-range 
trends in air quality and the effec- 
tiveness of government control 
programmes. 


Lastly, the Division cooperates with 
Québec authorities in identifying 
sources of acid rain and in develop- 
ing contro! strategies. 


The Water Division is responsible for 
controlling water pollution under 
the Fisheries Act, and enforces the 
regulations of this Act jointly with 
provincial authorities, particularly 
with respect to pulp and paper 
mills, chlorine and sodium hydroxide 
plants, oil refineries, base metal 
mines, the meat and poultry indus- 
try and fish plants. 


Aided by various financial 
programmes, the Division also 
fosters studies, development 
projects and tests of pollution con- 


trol technologies. 
The Federal Activities Division is 


responsible for the control and 
prevention of pollution resulting

from federal government activities 
in Québec. It provides federal 
departments with technical as- 
sistance in their anti-pollution 
programmes, reviews the environ- 
mental impact of various depollution 
programmes undertaken or financed 
by federal departments and coor- 
dinates these activities with provin- 
cial authorities where jurisdiction is 
shared. 


Pursuant to the Environmental Con- 
taminants Act, the Contaminants Di- 
vision can inventory and investigate 
any substance suspected of being 
hazardous to health or to the en- 
vironment. It can regulate or pro- 
hibit the use of such products if it 
is deemed necessary. The Division is 
also responsible for implementing 
the ocean dumping control 
programme which involves issuing 
permits and doing research in col- 
laboration with the Department of 
Fisheries and Oceans to assess the 
impact of dredging on the marine 
environment. 


The Hazardous Waste Section of the 
Emergencies and Residues Division 
acts as advisor to different federal 
departments and as a coordinator 
for various federal / provincial com- 
mittees. It oversees interprovincial 
and international transportation of 
hazardous wastes and participates 
in a number of programmes con- 
cerning conservation, renewal of 
resources and energy. 


The Environmental Emergencies Sec- 
tion coordinates a 24-hour emergen- 
cy operations service to ensure that 
other departmental services and pri- 
vate or public agencies provide as- 
sistance as rapidly as possible in the 
event of pollution accidents.

Under the Migratory Birds Conven- 
tion Act, the Canada Wildlife Act 
and the Game Export Act, the Cana- 
dian Wildlife Service is directly 
responsible for the management 
and protection of migratory birds. 


With the assistance of the provinces 
and the Territories, the Service car- 
ries out management programmes 
for other species of wildlife deemed 
to be of national significance and 
advises certain federal organizations 
with respect to wildlife. It also 
takes part in international agree- 
ments and programmes for the con- 
servation of wildlife. 


In order to carry out its mandate to 
the full in Québec, the Service has 
two divisions which carry out its 
main activities. 


The Migratory Birds Division is 
mainly concerned with the state of 
migratory bird populations. 


To acquire more information on the 
numbers and distribution of species, 
it researches and inventories wildfowl 
(particularly the White Goose and 
the Black Duck) and marine birds, 


as well as participating in national 
investigations on bird populations 
and hunters’ takes. It is managing 
an ambitious Atlas project on nest- 
ing birds in Québec, thanks to the 
collaboration of more than 800 
benevolent amateur ornithologists, 
and is also involved in negotiations 
with the Autochtones on matters 
pertaining to the management and 
exploitation of migratory birds. 


Its activities also include coordinat- 
ing the application of laws concern- 
ing migratory birds, issuing permits 
to poultry-farmers, taxidermists and 
for other special uses, the im- 
plementation of the North American 
Waterfowl! Management Plan, the 
production of a Québec Waterfowl 
Management Plan in collaboration 
with the ministère du Loisir, Chasse 
et Péche and the designing of a 
joint plan of action. 


At the present time, this division is 
managing thirty-two sanctuaries 
and three staging areas for migrato- 
ry birds. 


The Wildlife Management and In- 
terpretation Division is responsible 
for the protection and management 


of habitats suitable for migratory 
birds, particularly in the wetlands 
being menaced along the St. 
Lawrence River. It also monitors 
contaminants and toxic chemical 
products present in migratory birds, 
the reintroduction of the Peregrine 
Falcon. 


The Division manages eight National 
Wildlife Sanctuaries which form an 
important network for the conser- 
vation and enhancement of wildlife 
habitats. The Cap Tourmente Na- 
tional Wildlife Area is undoubtedly 
the best known and the Service has 
delegated interpretation activities to 
the ‘‘Société Linnéenne du Québec 
Inc.” 


Moreover, new partners are needed, 
to ensure that reserves are en- 
hanced and managed, similar to the 


“Société de conservation de la baie 
de l'Isle-Verte” connected with the 
reserve of the same name, or Ducks 
Unlimited which participates active- 
ly in management of reserves and 
sanctuaries. 


This Division also does research on 
the effects of acid precipitations 
and advises federal organizations 
about development projects during 
environmental evaluations or emer- 
gency situations. 


Protection of habitats along the St. 
Lawrence River and the conserva- 
tion of marine birds in the Migrato- 
ry Bird Sanctuaries on the Lower 
North Shore are commitments upon 
which the Canadian Wildlife Service 
will concentrate its efforts in the 
immediate future.

Pursuant to the Canada Water Act, 
the International Rivers Improve- 
ment Act and the International 
Boundary Waters Treaty Act, the In- 
land Waters and Lands Branch plans 
and administers various water 
management programmes. 


These programmes provide data on 
the amount of surface water and on 
the quality of lake and river waters 
under federal jurisdiction, particu- 
larly national and interprovincial 
bodies of water or those where acti- 
vities such as commercial naviga- 
tion, are governed by federal 
regulations. 


In Québec, the St. Lawrence River 
and its main tributaries, plus inter- 
national transboundary rivers, are 
of primary interest. 


The Planning and Management Divi- 
sion, located in Sainte-Foy, 
administers federal-provincial 
programmes related to the manage- 
ment of water quantity and quality. 


Together with the province, it also 
administers a programme to reduce 
flood damage. This involves map- 
ping areas threatened by flooding 
and constructing of flood-control 
works. The latter are only carried 
out after technical, economic and 
environmental studies. 


In addition, the Planning and 
Management Division reviews 
federal projects as part of its in- 
volvement with the Federal Environ- 
mental Assessment and Review 
Process (EARP) and provides techni- 
cal advice to proponents during the 
evaluation of projects such as 
dredging, wharf construction and 
port expansion. 


In conformity with departmental 
priorities, the Division also super- 
vises various studies on the dissemi- 
nation of toxic substances in the St. 
Lawrence River and its estuary. 
Research is also being done to de- 
termine how the aquatic ecosystem 
of a boreal forest reacts to at- 
mospheric pollutants and acid preci- 
pitation, particularly during the 
spring thaw. 


The Division also operates a water- 
sampling network to detect any 
trend towards acidification of Qué- 
bec's surface waters. Lastly, the Di- 
vision assists the Water Resources 
Documentation Centre in maintain- 
ing an environmental data bank 
(WATDOC). 


The Water Quality and Quantity 
Programmes Division consists of two 
sections: hydrological surveys and 
water quality. The first section 
operates a network to monitor tides 
and water levels on the St. 
Lawrence River and is also responsi- 
ble for planning and operating a 
hydrometric network under a 
federal-provincial agreement where- 
by costs are shared according to the 
responsibilities of the two parties 
concerned. This programme provides 
precise data on water levels and 
flows. 


The Water Quality section also takes 
part in administering a federal- 
provincial agreement to monitor the 
quality of Québec’s lakes and rivers 
and to operate a network which 
monitors the quality of water in the 
St. Lawrence and transboundary 
rivers. This Section also accords 
great importance to the study of 
toxic substances in the aquatic en- 
vironment, devoting much of its 
effort to this problem. 


The Lands Division promotes the ra- 
tional use of Canadian land based on 
ecological principles. It supports and 
takes part in land-related 
programmes established pursuant to 
the Department of the Environment 
Act and related government direc- 
tives such as the Federal Land Use 
Policy and the Federal Land Develop- 
ment Policy. 


The Division works on two 
programmes, the Canada Land Use 
Surveillance Programme and the 
Federal Lands Programme. The aim 
of the first programme is to identi- 
fy tendencies in land use and com- 
pare them with the land's potential 
natural resources. The objective of 
the second programme is to advise 
and assist the Treasury Board Advi- 
sory Committee on Federal Lands

The programmes are applied by 
means of four different projects: 


e A five-years mapping project of 
changes in land use for 19 urban 
regions having a population in ex- 
cess of 25,000 in 1981 and having 
a relatively high agricultural 
potential. The first data were col- 
lected in 1981 and 1982; 


¢ The mapping of changes of land 
use in fruit-growing areas, done 
between 1981, 1971 and 1961; 


¢ The mapping of losses of wetlands 
in the Montréal region, done 
between 1966 and 1981, and 


¢ The evaluation of federal property 
transactions.

Weather warnings and forecasts are 
the most important of the services 
offered to the public by the 
Atmospheric Environment Service 
(AES). The Service is also responsible 
for supplying information on past 
and present atmospheric conditions, 
as well as forecasting future at- 
mospheric, ice and ocean conditions. 
This information helps provide secu- 
rity and fosters Canada’s economic 
and social life. In addition to physi- 
cal conditions, AES also forecasts 
the chemical composition of the 
atmosphere and atmospheric 
precipitations. 


Lastly, since the AES alone cannot 
possibly answer all requests for 
information on such conditions, it 


is responsible for coordinating 
meteorological activities of universi- 
ties, private meteorological organi- 
zations in Canada and other 
organizations specializing in that 
area, as well as at the international 
level when the national interest is 
involved. 


In addition to the Personnel and Ad- 
ministration Division, the AES has 
four other divisions: 


The Data Acquisition Division 
manages the networks which 
gather meteorological data and is 
responsible for the maintenance of 
instruments, sites and buildings. 
The network is composed of two 
types of stations. 


Surface stations (there are about 40 
in Québec) measure a number of 
parameters such as temperature, 
atmospheric pressure, wind velocity 
and direction, and humidity. 
Weather is also recorded (rain, 
snow, storms, freezing rain, etc.), as 
well as cloud cover (type, quantity 
and altitude). These stations may be 
operated by AES or contract person- 
nel. They may also be automated, 
marine or climatology stations. The 
data collected are transmitted 
several times a day to the AES com- 
munications network. 


The meteorological data are aug- 
mented by the work of six aerology 
stations. Throughout the world, 
radiosondes attached to balloons are 
sent into the upper atmosphere 
simultaneously twice a day. Small 
radio transmitters relay data to 
ground observers. This makes it 
possible to obtain the temperature, 
pressure and humidity readings for 
the upper atmosphere, up to an alti- 
tude of 30,000 metres. 


The combined data are channelled 
through the AES communications 
network to various offices for 
processing, being made available to 
users, or for use in preparing 
meteorological forecasts, warnings 


or alerts. Other data may also be ac- 
quired by means for weather radar. 
The AES has only one such station 
in Québec, at Villeroy, but it uses 
data from the weather radar sta- 
tion at CARP (west of Ottawa) and 
that of the University of McGill, lo- 
cated at Sainte-Anne-de-Bellevue. 
The AES also uses data transmitted 
from weather satellites. 


The Québec Weather Centre pro- 
vides weather forecasts to all Qué- 
bec users. The Centre operates 24 
hours a day, 365 days a year, 
preparing all Environment Canada 
forecasts for Quebec. The Centre’s 
staff, which includes about 30 
professional meteorologists, must 
assimilate and analyze four-dimen- 
sional (space and time) meteorologi- 
cal data (surface and upper 
atmosphere) from all parts of North 
America, aS well as real-time 
weather pictures, weather radar 
data and weather maps prepared by 
computers at the Canadian Meteoro- 
logical Centre and the American 
National Meteorological Centre in 
Washington. 


Meteorologists are thus able to use 
the latest scientific methods to 
forecast the weather over a period 
of from zero to five days. They 
then prepare forecasts in the form 
of bulletins which vary in format, 
content and frequency depending 
upon the users for whom they are 
intended. The weather is monitored 
constantly so that weather 
watches, alerts or required updates 
can be issued. 


The Centre has six distinct units. 
The Forest Weather, Farm Weather 
and Forecasting units develop, issue 
and check weather forecasts. 


These three units also develop and 
implement new forecasting tech- 
niques in their respective areas, as 
well as providing a professional 
advisory service. 


The Technical Support Unit provides 
support services to other units that 
prepare forecasts and it is responsi- 
ble for sending out forecasts by 
Telex, cable or Telidon. The 
Computing-Communications Unit 
provides computer support to all 
units, as well as communications on 
weather channels, TWX, Telex and 
facsimile. The Administration Unit 
provides administrative and financial 
services for the Centre, and coor- 
dinates financial planning. 


The General Meteorological Services 
Division includes the nine weather 
offices that act as intermediaries 
between the Québec Forecasting 
Centre and users. The offices are 
located at Dorval, Mirabel, Québec, 
Sherbrooke, Saint-Hubert, Trois- 
Rivières, Sept-Îles, Val-d’Or and 
Iqaluit (Frobisher Bay). Technical 
staff interpret climatic conditions 
and apply their meteorological and 
Climatic expertise to specific region- 
al problems. The Division answers 
requests for information directly or 
forwards them to the appropriate 
agencies. 


The Scientific Services Division, as 
its name implies, provides scientific 
support to other divisions when re- 
quired. It is the regional link with 
the research sections at AES Head- 
quarters and with the Department's 
other services in Québec. It special- 
izes in climatology and air quality. 


Climatology services include promot- 


ing the Canadian climatology 
programme, publishing data and 
summarized reports on climatology, 
providing access to archival data 
and scientific data on climate 
changes and forecasts, as well as 
consultation on the analysis and ap- 
plication of climate data areas as 
diverse as construction engineer- 
ing, meteorological law and hydro- 
electric basin management. 


The Division is active in the domain 
of air quality, in such priority areas 
as environmental emergencies and 
the spread of atmospheric pollu- 
tants. It is also responsible for revis- 
ing sections on environmental 
impact studies, involving the 
atmosphere, which are carried out 
for major development projects in 
which the federal government is 
involved.

The Canadian Parliament has man- 
dated the Environment Canada 
Parks’ Service to protect and 
enhance representative elements of 
our natural and historic heritage for 
the benefit of present and future 
generations. The region of Québec is 


§ divided into five districts that 


include seventeen historic sites, the 

ensemble of the Heritage Canals on 

the Richelieu and Ottawa rivers, . 

two national parks, La Mauricie and 
Forillon, and the Mingan Archipelago 
National Park Reserve. 


The Director General is responsible 
for the planning, development, func- 
tioning and maintenance of this net- 
work of parks and historic sites. He 
must also preserve and administer 
the natural, historic and recreational 
resources that exist within the 
parks, recommend the establish- 
ment of new parks, participate in 
their creation and disseminate the 
cultural, esthetic and philosophical 
values of Canada’s heritage. 


In addition to the personnel of the 
Administration and Finance Division, 


the Service’s regional office is made 
up of three large divisions which 
ensure the management and plan- 
ning of the regional network and 
provide support for the five dis- 
tricts. 


The activities of the Research and 
Development Division consist of his- 
torical, archeological and socio- 
economic research, real-estate tran- 
sactions, planning, public consulta- 
tion and management of 
development projects. 


The Operations Division is responsi- 
ble for the planning, guidance, con- 
trol and functional surveillance of 
parks and historical sites in the net- 
work, as well as the preservation of 
natural and historic resources, clien- 
tele services and interpretation. 


The Engineering and Architecture 
Division is responsible for the plan- 
ning and implementation of building 
programmes and the maintenance 
of structures and outdoor installa- 
tions. This division is also responsi- 
ble for managing works and 
maintenance in the five districts. 
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The District of Montréal administers 
the following national historic 
parks: Forts Chambly and Lennox, 
the Battle of the Châteauguay, Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier House, Louis-S. St. 
Laurent Park, Fort Témiscamingue, 
Côteau-du-Lac, Sir George-Etienne 
Cartier House, the Lachine Fur 
Trade and the Lachine Canal.
